(AJ».)—Seven days of head-long

Someone once said—and if has often been re- 


peated—that "God made the country, man made 
the city.; but the devil made the small town." 


Even in that day, when this phase was first 


coined, the controversy waxed warm between the. 
residents of the "big city" and the "small town." 
And time_hasn't changed the condition much. 


Not all' residents of the "small town" are ad- 


vocates for their home communities. And the 
same may truthfully be said of the "big city." 


Many living in the large centers of population

The real need for weed cutters is' along the 


public highways as in many sections the weeds 
have grown so high that it makes driving dan- 
gerous, because the weeds obscure the view of 
ditches and abutments. 


If weeds are injurious to the health of town 


and city folk, they also must be injurious to rural 
life, and nothing detracts from the appearance 
of country homes than weed piles in yards, barn- 
lots and along the good roads.

ium under the Young Plan at 
the expiration of the Hoover 
holiday.. France asks this be- 
cause otherwise it would be re- 
sponsible to the world bank for 
$125,000,000 hi case a German 
moratorium were granted. 


The third condition will re- 


quire some bargaining for it is 
the French wish that the con- 
ditional portion of the repara- 
tions annuity which the Hoover 
plan would postpone be spread 
over the-next five years .of con- 
ditional payments. The United 
States, it Is understood, wants to 
spread the payments over the 
next 25 years.

The usual Fourth of July ad- 


dress contrasts the glory ol 
America with other countries, 
Dr. McFall said, and declared 
that he wished to digress Irom 
the usual pattern and discuss 
some ol the loes ol American 
lile, the worst of which he term- 
ed bad philosophy. 


He relerred to three philoso- 


phies of life—two bad and one 
good. The first he said- was 
basedv on the idea, "What is 
yours is mine and I'll take it." 
Dr. McFall declared this was the 
philosophy ol thugs and crooks 
who commit robberies and mur- 
ders. 


There is still a larger number 


ol 'those who lollow the philoso- 
phy which says, "What is mine 
is mine and I'll keep it," accord- 
ing to the speaker. 


The greatest philosophy of all 


and the one -recommended by 
the minister fo'r every life is 
"What is mine is ours and we'll 
share it." 


"This is the philosophy on 


which Rotary is based as I un- 
derstand it," fie went on to say. 
"It is a fine philosophy for the 
nations of the world." 


The speaker recalled the visit 


of Pres. Hoover to Indiana and 
his remarks in which he said 
we have come out of each pe- 
riod of depression into a finer 
period of prosperity and we will 
repeat it this time. Dr. McFall 
also quoted the president as say- 
ing 
that 
'three 
underlying 


causes for the present depres- 
sion were the stock market flur- 
ry, the drought and the World 
war.

Dr. 'McFall asserted that Pres- 


ident Hoover, in proposing the 
world war debt moratorium, was 
in effect following the philosophy 
of life which he had recommend- 


ed and should be encouraged by 
every right thinking citizen. 


The speaker said there were 


a lew things we could do as cit- 
izens to help change the bad 
philosophies which were being 
followed, and restore the world 
to prosperity. ' 
One ol the things he advised 


was to help develop more intel- 
ligent citizenship. He alluded to 
the danger ol following the 
teachings of experts, such as 
.Henry Ford and Thomas A. Edi- 
son, who are proficient in their 
line, but who are not qualified 
as experts in other lineSr/a'fi 
therefore are not entitled to the 
following they get when they in- 
dulge in opinions on education 
and immortality. 


The speaker said we should re 


member that . righteousness ex- 
alteth a nation and that patriot- 
ism that begins and ends with 
the waving of a flag is not worth 
much. 
Another thing, he advised is to 


let children 
know something 


about the horrors ol war instead 
ol teaching them'ol its glories. 


Dr. McFall also advocated that 


more stress be placed on vot- 
ing; that voting places be tem- 
ples instead ol abandoned gar- 
ages and cow' stables, and that 
young people be impressed with 
the responsibility .of the ballot.

the still-controverted study of 
prohibition,

this work, the stripping of the 
commission's offices and the de- 
parture of the members, how- 
ever, its task is not yet formally 
done. 


At commission headquarters 


the view was expressed that on- 
ly when a final history of the 
commission's activities and ex- 
penditures is written and ac- 
cepted with a "well done" by 
President Hoover, will the com- 
mission actually cease to exist.
